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this class, the criminality of the town and suburban population was 1 to 19) 
and 1 to 150 persons res ectively, against 1 to 126 and 1 to'170 in the previous 
year. It is noteworthy that of eight murders which occurred in Caleutta and the 
suburbs seven were murders of women. The increase from 4€5 to 881 in the 
number of Europeans and Eurasians convicted of offences under the Penal Code 
is out of proportion to the aggregate increase in the number of convictions, but 
no explanation of the cause is offered. The proportion between Hindoos and 
3 Mahomedans was the same as in previous,years. Of 38,029 persons arrested 
ol 31,021 were convicted. In the previous year there were 25861 convictions 
t on 35,368 arrests. In cognizable cases under the Penal Code the action of 
the police appears to have been judicious. Conviction followed arrest in 67 
per cent. of the cases against 54 per cent. in 1876. The number of eases jn 
which property was stolen was 2,725 against 2,565 in 1876; and property 
‘wqs recovered in 1,812 against 1,553. The percentage of property recovered 
was 50°71 in the town and 40:96 in the suburbs. The number of false ‘cases 
was satisfactorily small, only 2-27 of the number of cognizable cases reported, 
The Bengal Police Report for 1876 shows that the pereentage in the interior 
was more than 18. It is to be expected, of course, that false cases will be 
comparatively rare in a city where the relations between neighbours are so 
mmuéh. less intimate than in villages, : 

+2. Town —The number of cognizable cases in the town was 15,185 
against 14,663 in 1876, Serious offences against the person increased in 
number from 121 to 154. Of these, no less than 90 were essaults onPublic 
servants against 58 in the previous year. The average of the previous five 
years is 91, Some explanation should be offered of the circumstances under 
which these cases of violence to public servants in Calcutta inereased. There 
were five cases of muvder against four in 1876. Convictions were obtained 
in three cases, in one the accused has evaded arrest, and in the last no 
clue has been obtained. The undetected case was one of those cowardly 
outrages which occasionally disgrace Caleutta, in which native prostitutes are 
murdered by their visitors for the sake of their ornaments. ‘There were five 
cases of attempt at murder. All were detected, though two trials resulted in 
acquittals. In two cases the offenders were insane when they committed the 
crime. Seventeen cases of grievous hurt occurred, of which nine, including all 
the cases: committed to the High Court, resulted in convicfions. There were 
two cases of petty robbery on the maidan, the work of a party of vicious boys. 
In burglaries there was a satisfactory deercase from 102 to 78 cases; 
property was carried off in 58 eases only. The number of cases detected 
was 41 to 25 in 1876, and of convietions 41 to 82. The value of the property 
stolen showed a decresse from Rs. 11,595 to Rs. 11,811, and that of the goods 
recovered 2 large increase from Rs. 2,995 to Rs. 4,690. These results are 
ereditable. In thefts also the action of the police was satisfactory. The 
number of cases was 1,989 against 1,961*in the previous year; but the 
number of cases detected was 977 against 821, and of persons convi 
1,173 against 935, Some explanation is no doubt forthcoming of the success 
of the River Polico in 218 out of 215 casos: but none is offered. The Com- 
missioner attribuves the decrcase in burglaries to the effect on the criminal 
classes of the enhanced original powers conferred on the Police Magistrates 
by the Presidency Magistrutes’ Act. The increase in cases of simple theft is 
unimportant. There were a few judicious prosecutions for bad livelihood, 
and the result is observable in a considerable decrease in the number of persons 
arrested for lurking in the strects unable to give a satisfactory account 
of themselves. The Licutenant-Governor is glad to learn that ¢he offence of 
pocket-picking was slimost unknown during the year. Thus judiciously worked 
the provisions of the law for requiring security for good behaviour basi 
picious characters is no doubt a most valuable instrument of Police Adminis- 
tration, The Licutenant-Governor trusts that the Commissioner ‘and 
Commissioner will exercise the most rigid control over the action of the 
police in this respect. The proceedings taken against persons suspected of pos 
sessing stolen property have not been altogether satisfactory. It ape that 
250 persons wore thus stopped by the policé in the streets. No pee 


was taken’ in 112 cases, but in the remainder the challenged 
taken to the police-stution. + There thosewho srocsaple to satisfy; the Superit- 
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tendent were released. Only 20 persons, however, are shown to have been 
arrested, and of these none at all were convicted. It is explained that tem- 
rary detentions of this nature are not now regarded as arrests, and that no 
recognizances are as formerly required from those released by the order of the 
Superintendent. This is altoget] her irregular, and can only have the result of 
yitiating the returns and necessitating long explanations, while it leaves the 
police without a very important check ou their proceedings. It appears that 
most of these: people are arrested at night. It is clear that the Super- 
jntendent of the division cannot in many cases see them before morning, 
and that a large number of persons must have heen put to inconvenience 
and indignity withdut good cause. The Licutenant-Governor trusts that, in 
cases where the arrest has been shown to be the result of olticiousness or spite, 
¢due punishment is inflicted on the constable; but it is uot stated that this 
ay dunie'in anly of tive nimerons cates sn Wick ciseitanrore wrongly made. It 
appears, moreover, very necessary that the inspectors of thanas should havé 
authority. to release on recognizance persons whose arrest has been palpably 
unecessary or improper, But all cases in which an individual is compelled 
to accompany a policeman to the station must be shown as arrests. Ofiences, 
under the Shipping Acts show an increase from #74 to 551, the result of the 
expansion of the trade of the port. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to see 
that out of 2,695 persons prosecuted for cruelty to animals, only 29 were 
discharged. The returns of non-cognizable crime call for no special remark. 
3.0 Suburbs —The number of cognizable cases was 3,194 against 2,749 in 
1876. There was a decrease in the number of offences against property, but a 
large increase in public nuisances and street offences. There were three murders, 
all of women, the perpetrator of one of which was not detected. The Commissioner 
inclines to the belief that this was a case of suicide, Hut the Lieutenant-Goyernor 
is not satisfied that this view is correct, In one case the murderer was a lunatic, 
who had escaped from the Dullunda Asylum in 1874; in the third the murderer 
committed suicide before the police arrived, The offenders in the only case of 
attempt at murder which occurred were convicted. There were 18 cases of 
grievous hurt, in 10 of which convictions were obtained. ‘Ihe Commi 
the Presidency Division will be requested to call for and submit to Government 
the record of the three cases of facial mutilation in which apparently inadequate 
seutenees were passed. ‘Three cases of kidnapping children for their ornaments 
were successfully investigated, und the offenders were brought to justice. There 
were 146 cases of burglary against 122 in 1876. Propet en in 80 only, 
and 86 cases were detected. These results were not so su hose attained 
m the town. The Lieutenant-Governor, however, gnizes the difficulties 
of the police in dealing with this description of crime in semi-rural areas where 
the beats are extensive and the houses more or less detached. There was a 
considerable decrease in thefts, from 841 to G34, and 343 cases were detected 
Against 335 in 1876. . 
4. The number of easos of suicide (54) was the same asia 1876. Of 
these, 25 wore caused by hanging and 11 by overdose of opium. Accidental 
deaths numbered 243 against 239. Strect ticcidents caused 19 deaths in'the 
‘own. Deaths of this nature were not distinguished in other reports. The 
‘ause is probably to be found less in the narrowness of the strects and the 
absence of footpaths, than in the notorious recklessness of native drivers. It

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5. Mr Metcalfe has given-an interesting analysis of the statisties of the 
import trade of Caleutta in arms and ammunition during the past five yeais 
They show a large decrease since 1873 in the number of rifles, guns, and pistols, 
with little variation in the quantity of gunpowder, shot, and percussion cap, 
introduced. The following tables show the imports into Caleutta and the inland

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It is satisfactory to note that the transport both of arms and ammunition to 
“Assum and the frontier districts diminished considerably during the pust year. 
This is doubtless the result of increased care in granting passes on the part 
of the local authorities. The State of Bhopal exported a large quantity of 
gun-caps, and no less than 10,000,000 were caperied to Yarkand. The Com: 
missioner remarks that it has hitherto been impossible to follow the direction 
of the private trade of Calcutta in small arms and ammunition. The 
Lieutenant-Governor has recently sanctioned the employment of a special 
Inspoctur in Calcutta to supervise and examine the books kept by persons 
holding licenses under the Arms’ Act. * 

6. It is satisfactory to observe that it was not found necessary during 
the year to enforce the Terpenalbility of owners and consignees of horses for 
the removal of the persons who are brought up trom ‘Australia in charge of the 
animals. Altogether 36 persons were declared vagrants against 30 in 1876 
Of these, 31 were admitted into the Presidéney Workhouse. Nine vagrants 
were deported, und, in addition to those, 14 distressed Europeans were sent at 
the public charge to Melbourne and London. Only one of these was,a sailor. 
The amount expended on this account was Rs. 2,918, Of 245 persons admitted 
to the Alms House 33 were deported at the cost of the District Charitable Society, 
and employment was found for 30. The Licutenant-Governor has now under 
consideration ascheme for the amalgamation of the Alms House and the Work- 
house, which will, it is hoped, prove economical and efficient, and at the 
same time have the effect of discouraging professional mendicancy K 
Europeans and Eurasians. Mr. Metcalfe draws attention to the in in 
the number of sea-faring men who are thrown upon the streets of Caleutta, or 
find their way to it from other ports. This, however, must be accepted 2& 42 
accompaniment of the greatly expanding trade of the country. that 
be done is to sco that the interests of sailors under existing laws tected, 
that men are not discharged without good and sufficient reason, and that the

7. The Lieutenant-Governor regrets to find that the number of Bengali 
in the force has still further declined. It is particularly remarkable, that 
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the suburbs, where Bengali constables must be much more useful than men 
from the Upper Provinces, there are only 77 natives of Bengal to 601 Hindustanis. 
No doubt there are difficulties in the way of procuring recruits owing to the 
seneral rise in wages, but these ought not to be insurmountable in the suburbs 
any more than in the 24-Pergunnahs and Howrah, and the Lioutenant= 
Governor desires that special attention may be given to the subject. Of course, 
the claims of deserving up-country men now in the force must not be oyer- 
looked, but the Lieutenant-Governor desires that, whenever it may be possible, 
Bengalis of some education may be appointed to vacancies among the native 
officers. As investigating officers educated natives of the country must be 
much more efficient in nine cases out of ten than a European or a native 
foreigner. In'the suburbs especially there seems to be no yood reason why the 
greater part of the force should not ‘be recruited from the people of the neighbour 
hood. ‘There were 129 digpissals against 148 in the previous year. The list 
includes one Inspector, 15 European constables, and six native officers. No 
mention is made of the special misconduct which led to the removal of these men, 
Desertions numbered 149 against an average of 67 during the four preceding 
years. The explanation appears to be the general dissatisiaction of up-country 
constables wit their position in comparison with that of durwans and other 
persons of their acquaintance. ‘Tho suggestion that men should be enlisted in 
the Upper Provinces and drafted off to Calcutta does not commend itself to the 


and increase their pay appears to be better. ‘This would probably make it possible 
to increase the number of Bengali constables in the force. Definite proposals 
should be submitted separately. In the resolution on the report for 1876, the 
Lieutenant-Governor remarked with satisfaction on the decrease in the number 
of fines inflicted on themen. Itis observed that, nevertheless, the number 
has increased from 352 in 1876 to 556. The Licutenant-Governor must insist 
on his wishes in this respect being attended to. It is well kno 
country men as a rule starve themselves and render themsclvos inc 
time being when they are fined ; and the practice is in every way objectionable: 
Three inspectors were fined, but it is presumed that these punislimonts were 
inflicted before the orders on the last report were received, 

8. The Lieutenant-Governor is quite satisfied that the necessary attention 
is being given to the very importaut subject of old offenders. The High Court 
dealt severely with 25 porsons of this class brought before them during the year; 
but the sentences passed by the Magistrates appear to have been in many 
instances extremely light. 

9. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to notice the favourable terms in which 
the Magistrates speak of the working of the Presidency Magistrates Act and™ of 
the testimony borne by Mr. Marsden to the efficiency of the Bench system. * 

10. On the whole, the Lieutenant-Governor believes that the working of 
the force under the Commissioner of Police has been satisfactory. They 
haye no doubt unusual difficulties to contend with in such a city as Calcutta. 
All the Superintendents and many Inspectors are reported to have worked 
well, and the Lieutenant-Goverior believes that the public generally are 
satisfied with the conduct of the force. The Commissioner bears iestimony to 
the great efficiency and application with which the Acting Deputy Comis- 
Sioner, Mr, Charles, superintended the administration of the police during 

year. :

"The reports for previous years and the orders of Government recorded upon them, 


Tu Licutenant-Governor is indebted to Dr. Lethbridge for the prompt 
submission of a full and interesting report on thy administration of the Jail 
Department during the past year. The report, though so much moro 
punctually prepared, is not less comprehensive or accurate than those hitherto 
submitted. A great deal has lately been done, with the’ full concurrenco of 
Government, to simplify the forms of monthly returns und to bring them 
into accord with the statements to be submitted with the annual report. 
‘The Licutenant-Governor has also recently sanctioned considerable modifications 
in the number and form of registers to be kept by Superintendents of Jails, 
Whese changes have been adopted with due regard to the orders of the 
“Government of India on the recommendations of the Prison Conference. These 
measures will leave Superintendents more time for attention to the real essen- 
tials of jail management, and will, it is hoped, ensure greater accuracy gud 
punctuality in the submission of returns. 

2. The leading feature in the statistics of the jail population during the 
year is a decrease in the numbers under almost every head. The year opened 
with 21,266 persons in jails and lock-ups, against 21,282 on the first day of 1876. 
During the year, 68,750 persons were received against 68,833 in 1872, 82,207 
in 1874, 73,585 in 1875, and 75,221 in 1876. The number in the custody of 

* the Jail Department on the last day of the year was 18,153, which 1s lower 
than any attained since 1871, The numbers for the past seven years are—

The daily average number of _pelsenaes showed a decrease oh the previous 
year of 264 persons under trial and 2,699 convicts. * 

3. The following table shows the fluctuations in the number of convicts , 
during the past seven years :— 
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It will be observed that, though the number of convicts admitted was 
less by over 3,000 than in, 1876, the number released’ was almost exactly 
the same. ‘This is partly to be explained by the extraordinary releases on the 
1st January 1877, when, on the. occasion of the assumption of tH Imperial 
Title by Her Majesty, the clemency of the Crown was extended to 3,079 
convicts. [Releases for good conduct and under the operation of the 
system were 2,870 in number against 645. The returns show au increase in the 
number of convicts from 17,027 on the Ist February to 17,739 on Ist August, 
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and then o decrease to 17,6383 on Ist September, 17,463 on Ist October, 17,130 
on Ist November, and 16,847 on Ist December. Dr. Lethbridge has rightly 
sscribed this falling off to the operation of the orders of Government regarding 
the wholesale imprisonment of persons suspected of bad livelihood by the police. 
‘Those orders only came into effect in Bepataler, The result has shown that 
if the police do their duty it is possible to decrease largely the number of 
these prosecutions without danger of any increase in crime. "T 
the Shahabad, Dacca, Rungpore, Monghyr, Gya, and Purneah di 
that, though only 552 persons were imprisoned for bad b 
1,155 in 1876, the number of criminals admitted into the jails ups 
of these districts decreased by 890. An attempt has been made by several 
Magistrates to explain the decrease of admissions by attributing it to the pros- 
perity of the agricultural classes owing to the high prices of grain and good 
tops; but, though theso causea might tell in favour of the freedom from eximo in 
the agricultural classes, they would have the opposite effect on the non-agricul-” 
tural classes, who would ‘be placed in a position of inercascd temptation from 
high prices, and after all the criminals open to temptation arising from want of 
money belong mor® to the classes who do not hold land and cultivate crops 
for themselves than to those whq do. As a matter of shown by 
Dr. Lethbridge, there was an increase in the number of prisoners in jail during 
the first three quarters of the year ; the jail population which had been decreased 
by the releases of 1st January from 19,291 to 17,027 on Ist February, risen 
again by the Ist August to 17,739 and agam decreased to 16,847 on Ist Decom- 
ber.

, the discontinuance of oppressive procecdings on the part of the police against 


bad characters. To'some extent no doubt the decrease of admissions into jail 
nay fairly be attributed to good crops and high prices. Anyway it is very gatis 
factory to see that a decrease of prosecutions for had livelihood was compatible 
with a decrease of crime, and did not cause the enormous increase of serious 
crime which many Magistrates foreboded as tho result of the change. 





4, The numbers shown as transferred correspond pretty closcly with the ~ 


number described as admitted on transfer. There is probably still some little 
inaccuracy arising from errors in the record of persons received from lock-ups, 
and the remainder is probably represented by prisoners actually on transfer on the 
last day of the year, ‘Though there way a general deerease in the jail population, 
the number transferred was little less than in 1876, and considerably greater 
than in the Previous ear, It is explained that this result is entirely due to 
the better working a the central jail system, and to the more punctual des- 
patch of convicted prisoners from lock-ups to jails. The percentage of pri- 
soners released on appeal was 3°7 against 3-3 in 1876. The Shahabad and, 
‘Mymensingh districts show no less than 12-08 and 10:71 respectively. 

5. ‘The number of persons flogged under judicial orders was ', £23 against 
8,665 in 1875, and 3,017 in 1876. The Lieutenant-Governor rogrets to have 
‘gain to remark on the unsatisfactdry reports of proceedings of this nature. The 
tetums show that no less than. 1,570 porsons were sentenced to less than 15 
‘ripes, Of these, 3 received less than 5-stripes for a second or subsequent 
vilence, and 49 received between 5 and 9 stripes, and 93 between 10 and 
Mon similar convietion. The Lieutenant-Governor considers the infliction of 
petty punishments of this nature, especially on second conviction, extremely 
‘njudicious, and he trusts that it will not be necessary for him again to advert 
to the subject. Of the total number flogged, 366 were under 16 years of age 
‘nd 725 under 20; 68 wore over 50. If it can be avoided, men of this age 
‘tould not be punished by flogging. The number of Europeans convicted 
tose from 483 in 1876 to 666 in 1877. The increase was entirely the 
tesult of the expansion of the trade of the port and the large number of sailors 
‘ouvieted of minor offences. The increase in the number of Eurasian convicts

The returns do not show separately the number of prisoners senteneed to 
terms between one and two years. The Lieutenant-Governor will be glad if 
information on this point can be given in the next report. The percentage of 
convicts sentenced to imprisonment for one year and more to the total is 32-60, 
while the existing central jails can accommodate 41°9 per Gent. As a matter 
of fact, however, the distribution of centrgl jails is such that those situated in 
the western parts of the province cannot be fully utilized, whilo the Alipore 
Jail is always overcrowded, and the Lieutenant-Governor has found it necessai 
to press on the conversion of the Dacca District Jail into a central jail, in order 
that the prisoners of the Eastern districts may be brought within easy reach 
of a well regulated central jail. 

7. The number of recorded re-convictions was 4,181 against 3,714 in 
1876, 8,075 in 1875, 2,757 in 1874, 1,695 in 1873,,and 1,877 in 1872. In 
Chumparun, Manbhogm, and Presidency Jails the re-convictions were more 
than 26 per cont. of the.total number of convictions; in Singbhoom they were 
23, and in Rajshahye 22 per cent. In the European Department of the Presi- 
dency Jail there were no less than 146 re-convictions against 41 in 1876, or 237 


~ per cent. on the total number of convictions against 111. In Buxar six re-con- 


victions formed 80 per cent. of the whole. In no other jail was 19 per cent. 
attained, and in Dacca, Backergunge, and Balasore the re-convictions were less 
than 7 per cent., in Mymensingh and Purneah less than 6 per cent., in Bogra 
less than 5, and in Julpigoree less than 4 per cent. ‘lhe increase would no doubt 
have been greater had not prosecutions for bad livelihood received g check. The 
figures supplied in the present report, show that much remains to be done before 
all convicted prisoners can be assigned their proper places in our jails. The 
Inspector-General justly remarks that, so far as Magistrates are concerned, 
there is little practical use in recognizing habitual offenders, if the information 
does not lead to enhanced punishments; and he proceeds to cite a number of 
instances in which manifestly inadequate sentences have been passed on habi- 
tual criminals. The statement given by Dr. Lethbridge of sentences of 
imprisonment passed in addition to whipping “also shows that fairly doverrent 
punishments are in many cases not inflicted,on persons convicted of one or more 
previous offences. The Lieutenant-Governor had occasion, in reviewing the 
report of the Inspector-General of Police for 1876, to remark on the mistaken 
leniency of some officers in this respect. It is very important that judicial 
officers should realize the greatly enhanced criminality of an offender * 
having undergone one formal trial and been convicted and punished, deliber- 
ately commits a second crime. Such a man, in the words of the recent Prison 
Conference, ‘‘is at once marked as one of the minority whom the ordinary terror 
of the law do not deter, and as one who bas given evidence of a disposition 1 
live a life of crime.” The Commissioners of Patna and Chota Nagpore will 
be desired to call for and submit to Government the records of the eases 1 
in the Inspector-General’s 20th paragraph. ‘ i 
8. The number of under-trial prisoners on Ist January was 1,259 against 
1,452 on the first day of 1876. “The number admitted was 31,567 8

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ns that of 2,986 persons transferred, only 1,359, or less than half, ato shown 
tohave been received in the jail to which they were transferred. Moorshedabad 
and Backergunge, again, show the largest average detention of prisoners under 
trial. The period was 29°20 days in Moorshedabad, 28:97 in Backergunge, 25°62 
jn Rajshahye, and 23-67 in Noakholly. These figures require the attention of the 
Commissioners.

9. Only Rs. 46, was spent during the year out of the Public 
t of Rs, 1,42,400 for je Duildings’ ‘The attention of that Digeinene 
will be drawn to the urgent necessity of completing the jail works at Burrisal 
and Rungpore. The deperiment will be requested to give careful attention to 
agraph 25 of Dr. Lethbridge’s report, from which it will be seen that, while 
in the last six years Rs. 21,41,095 have been allotted by Government for 
jail improvemeut, only Rs, 11,08,056 has been spent. There must be somé- 
thing essentially wrong in the working of the department to cause these large 
lapses of unexpended “allotments. ‘The Lieutenant-Governor has for the 
current year been ble to make a grant of Rs. 2,88,450 for jail buildings, and 
he trusts that the new buildings which are so much required at Durblunga, 
Chumparun, Ranchi, Chyebassa, and Bogra will be pushed vigorously forward. 
10, The number of escapes in 1877 was the lowest on record. No escapes 
occurred from 29 jails. There were only 116 against 134 in the previous year. 
Of these, 16 occurred from the outside and 100 from the inside of the jail or lock- 
up building. Kighty-one of the fugitives were re-captured, as well as 21 prisoners 
ho had escaped in former years. In 84 cases the jail establishment, in 47 
the police, and in 85 both were considered in fault. Dr. Lethbridge shows that 
in respect of escapes Bengal compares very unfavourably with the Punjab 
and North-Western Provinces and Oude. This is probably “in part duo to the i 
inferior physique of the guards of the Bengal jails and in part to the superior e. 
acuteness of the prisoners. It does not appear that the jails which have hitherto 
been considered the most insecure, contributed unduly to the number of escapes, ~~ > 
The escape of 22 prisoners from the Hooghly Jail, which is guarded by warders, ‘ 
was not creditable, and there appears to have been great mismanagement. 
This outbreak arose from an impression that the convicts had received that it 
wis the intention of Government that the clemency of the Crown on the 
occasion of the declaration of the Empire was vxtended to them all, but that 
they wore d@tained wrongfully by the jail authorities. ‘I'here were altogether 
39 escapes through the gates. The Lieutenant-Governor has recently approved 
of some excellent special rules drawn up by Dr, Lethbridge for the manage- 
ment of double gates. The introduction of this system cannot fail to have 
a good effect. Dr. Lethbridge has, since the beginning of the current year, 
a himself energetically to the task of introducing the warder system 
into several jails. His action has had the Lieutenant-Governor’s full appro 
here can no question of ‘the superiority of a system under which the 
Pmsoners axe’ led by men who are responsible for their discipline and 
vho are trained to watch ‘and control their proceedings at all hours and at 
all occupations.

prisoners as convict overseers have also been approved. It is satisfactory to 
observe that the practice of appointing persons unconnected with the de 
ment to the post of jailor has been abandoned, and that it was found possible to 
fill tho vacancies which occurred during the year by men who had ‘had som. 
training injail management, The prisoners committed 30,258 offences against 
jail discipline, or 176-2 per cent. of average strength, against 25,615, ot 12] 
per cent. in 1876. There were, however, ouly 21,213 punishments. The pro- 
Portion of warnings appears to have been unduly high. Of the offenees 
committed, 2,889 had reference to smoking, or the possession of forbidden articles, 
19,704 related to insufficient task-work, and 7,408 weré miscellaneous breaches 
of jail rules. The punishments inflicted were—solitary confinement 1,431, 
reduced diet 4,421, solitary confinement with reduced diet2,138, corporal punish. 
ment 3,014, and other punishments 10,065. The Lieutenant-Governor entirely 
agrees with Dr. Lethbridge in thinking that strict discipline and firm 
ment necessarily result in the discovery of a large number of petty offences. 
The number of punishments reported in some of the jails, notebly in hun m 
(3486,) Lohardugga (33-05), Julpigoree (20-90), Baxar (26'83);-Pubna (2916), 
ttack (26-70), Barasct (22°86), Rungpore (22°04), Mozuiferpore (6-47), must 
obviously be far below the number of offences actually committed. Of the 19 jails 
from which escapes took place during the year, eight show less than 50 per cent. 
of punishments on thé average strength. The effective prisoners in Cuttack, 
Mozufferpore, Pubna, J ulpigoree, Lohardugga, and Chumparun, all jails in which 
there were very few punishments, earned only Rs. 7-9, Rs, 5-6, Rs. 5-2, Rs. 4-1, 
~ Rs, 3-9, and Rs. 2 1 each respectively during the year. It is to be regretted that 
flogging was so frecly resorted to. In jails where there is no means of provid- 
ing for solitary confinement, and consequently for penal dict, a great deal of 
flogging may ‘be unavoidable; but where the first two punishments can be 
inilieted, whipping should be reserved for special cases. The importance of 
separate confinement, where it can be thoroughly enforced, can hardly be 
overrated. In some jails, however, where appliances for solitary *confinement » 
and penal diet do exist, very insufficient use was made of them. In Hooghly 
only four persons were placed in solitary confinement, none were placed 01 
mal diet, but 137 were flogged. This point should engage the Inspecter- 
eneral’s special attention. It is satisfactory to observe that there were only 
* 257 criminal offences during the year against 669 in 1876.

Governor that there is ample room for the exercise of economy in this class of 
charges in several jails. he diet char; ein Burdwan was Rs. 21-1 against 
Rs. 26-5 in the previous year, while in the adjoining districts of Bankoora and 
Beerbhoom the charge decreased from Rs. 24-9 to R: 13, and from Rs, 25-12 
to Rs, 24-10 respectively. It is stated that prices were high in Burdwan, but they 
cannot bave been higher than in both Hooglily, where the charge for the diet 
ofeach prisoner was Rs. 20-8, and Moorshedabad, where it was Its. 24-10. 
Charges tor dict should caters paribus be lower in a large than in a smgll 
jail; yet in Baraset, with an average of 187 prisoners, the charge was 
fis. 28°5, and while in the Presidency Jail, 12 miles off, with an average of 
g77, it was Rs. 27-11. In Jessore the cost of feeding each prisoner has 
for three years been more than, Rs. 31: in Nuddea it has ranged from 
Rs. 22to Rs. 25. In explanation, it is stated that, owing to the compura- 
tive. difficulty of communigations, prices were higher at Jessore than at 
Kishnaghur. The cause in question ordinarily bas the contrary effect; 
and, as a matter of fuct, the great staple of rice was cheaper in Jessore 
than in Nuddea. The Lieutenant-Governor has some difficulty in believing 
that rice is imported for local consumption into Rungpore from Dinagepore. 
In any case, the circumstances under which the Dinagepore charges have 
exceeded. those of Rungpore by Rs. 2 per prisoner require further explanations. 
The Lieutenant-Governor wishes to know under what orders the Dinagepore 
prisoners have received a specially liberal diet since 1872, and whether 
there are any special grounds for its continuance. It should be explained 
why the circumstance was not sooner discovered. The districts of the ow 
Dacca, Patna, and Bhagulpore Divisions also show great divergences, for 
which apparently no sufficient explanation is forthcoming. It appears, more- 
over, that in many jails rice of an unduly fine quality is provided for the 
prisoners. . The Lieutenant-Governor is aware that the present Inspector-General 
4s in no way responsible for the palpable mismanagement which has been 
» allowed to-occur, and he accepts Dr. Lethbridge’s assurance that the question 
of a fair equalization of these charges in adjoining districts is now receiving 
due attention. In hospital expenditure ulso the great variations noticed in 
the returns for 1876 are again observable. It is quite obvious that the expendi 
ture under this head has in many instances been unduly high; but it will 
not be possible to exercise a proper check over extravagance in this respect 
until the whole cost of each patient's diet is uniformly included in the hospital 


13. The question of establishment and police charges is also one which 
requires the Inspector-General’s careful attention. It is of course to be expected 
that, owing to structural peculiarities, some jails require more expensive 
guards and establishments than others: but there are inequalities in the 
charges now incurred in several instances, which such circumstances will not 
fully explain. In Beerbhoom Jail, of which the expacity is 299, the gross 
(post of and establishment was Rs. 6,708; in Bhagulpore District Jail,

ear have for some years shown a heavy expenditure on account of clothing, 
‘he average of the past four years gives Rs. 5-1 in Pubna and Rs. 3-15 in 
Maldah against Rs. 2-4 in Bankoora ; Patna spent Rs. 4-2, Sarun Rs. 4-1, and 
Chumparun Rs. 4-5 against Rs. 2-12 in Gya, and the charges were Rs. 5-5 in 
Lohardugga and only Rs 2-4in Manbhoom. It would appear that in this 
respect, as in that of diet, the tendencies of some Superintendents are unduly 
lideral. The Lieutenant-Governor is glad to observe that Dr. Lethbridge ig 
giving his attention to the difference in the cost of maintaining European 
prisoners at the Hazarecbagh Penitentiary and at the Presidency Jail. The 
charge for each prisoner in the latter was Rs. 332-8, and in the former 
Rs. 466-2. The difference is specially remarkable under clothing and contin. 
gencies. The charges under these heads were more than three times as high in 
Hazareebagh as in the Presidency Jail. The Lieutepant-Governor has reason 
to believe that the prisoners at the Penitentiary are treated with undue indul- 
mee, and that this has a very injurious effect on the discipline of the 
Brosidonoy Jail, when mon are transforred to it from the Hazareebagh prison, 

15. ‘The results of the year’s manufacturing operations show a consider. 
able improvement on those of former years, and the average earnings of each 
prisoner were Rs. 17-5 against Rs, 10-5 in 1876. Still as many as 27 jails made 
jess than Rs, 10, and 17+made less than Rs. 5 by the labour of each effective 
convict. Monghyr shows a loss of Rs. 2-8 Re prisoner. The Inspector-General 
justly remarks that the expenditure of Rs. 6,523 and the daily labour of 
~160 ‘prisoners should have shown a better result than this; and,.looking to the 
position of Monghyr and the general circumstances of the jail, the Lieutenant- 
Governor must hold Dr. Hill, the Superintendent, open to censure. Monghyr 
Jail has been remarkable during the year, not only for the mismanagement of 
its manufacturing department, but also for the laxity of its discipline and 
the highness of its charges for diet. Durbhunga and Patna earned less than 
Rs, 2, Bankoora and Chumparun less than Rs. 3, Hazareebagh, Midnapore, 
Gya, Mymensingh, Nuddea, Lohardugga, and Sarun less than Rs. 4, and 
Backergunge, Julpigoree, Singbhoom, Bhagulpore District, and Manbhoom less 
than Rs. 5 per prisoner. Tho circumstances of Durbhunga, Hazaroebagi, 
and Midnapore are no doubt special, and it is stated that the low rate of

It was 
ea that the dual system of gunny-weaving an printing at the Alipore Jail 
necessarily resulted in some want of efficiency in both industries, while the 
Presidency Jail was without a special industry on which the strength of its 
establishment could be concentrated. The Licutenant-Governor according! 
decided to discontinue the miscellaneous manufactures carried on in the Presi- 
dency Jail, and to concentrate in it almost all the printing business of the 
Government. It has thus been found possible to take away the greater 
‘of the printing apparatus from the Seerctariat, and to give “employment 
to botween 600 and 700 prisoners in all branches of printing and book-binding, 
‘Phe results have been most satisfactory, and the discipline and industrial power 
ofboth jails have greatly benefited by the change. The manufacturing profits 
of Bengal Jails of the yer were earned by 9,109 effectives; the average number 
of effectives in jailin 1876 was 9,971. An examination of the lubour stutement 
shows that the number employed on manufactures is much smaller than it ight 
be. A great deal of strength appears to be wasted in some jails in providing 
ison officers and servants. Mozufforpore employed 9-38, Buxar 9-29, Baraset 
$73, Furreedpore 8-20, and Lohardugga 8-06 per cent. of the effectives as prison 
oficers; while in Cuttack, Durbhunga, Monghyr, and Sarun 1°76, 1-41, 1°39, and 
1-07 per cent. respectively sufliced. Singbhoom, Bhagulpore Central, Julpigoree, 
Mozufferpore, and Monghyr employed more than one-fourth of the effectives 
as prison servants. In Singbhoom the number thus engaged actually exceeded 
the number occupied on manufactures. Many irregularities of this nature have 
grown up and been allowed to flourish owing to the neglect of inspection duty 
of late years, The subject of the employment of prisoners is now receiving due 
attention. The Lieutenant-Governor looks for a considerable improvement 
in the outturn of jail manufactures for the future. Petty manufactures are 
being abolished, and cach jail will have one or two suitable industries on which 
the attention of the establishment ean be concentrated. The Lieutenant- 
Governor is glad to observe that his wishes on the subject of introducing oil- 
pressing asa staple industry are being realized. This form of labour is ver 
eficient and requires no special training ; it can with proper management be made 
profitable, the appliances are simple and the material is easily procurablo. ‘The 
manufactured article, moreover, is one of which there is a large consumption in the 
Public Works, Jails, Police, and other departments of the public service. The 
machinery for the woollen manufactory at Bhagulpore will soon be received, and 
the buildings are being pushed forward. The Governmentof India have recently, 
on the Lieutenant-Governor’s recommendation, accorded sanction tu the estab 
lishment ofa cotton manufactory at Buxar for the provision of convict clothing, 
and there appears to be a prospect that coir manufacture in the Midnapore Jail 
will develop into a very important industry. Oil-pressing will soon be introdueed 
on a large scale into the Eetahahye Central Jail. ‘The proposal to adopt paper 
mannfacture as the staple industry of Hazareebagh is under the Lieutenant- 
's consideration. “f 
17. ‘The lock-up statistics which have becn furnished are not satisfactory, 
and in many: respects are not intelligible. ‘he daily average number of 
Prisoners was 857 against 527 in 1876. Some special explanation is required of 
the es under which prisoners were detained in the Jamtara, Godda, 
tad Nya Doomka lock-ups for 41°64, 20:42, and 19:31 days respectively. ‘The 
Lieutenant-Governor entirely concurs in the view taken by Dr. Lethbridge of 
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feeding each prisoner, while six spent Rs. 50 and upwards. Dum 
apectstwioe as Lae as Alipore and moro than twice ne much as Dum 
and Ranaghat spent twice as much as Nuddea. It will be necessary, with 
future annual reports, to submit explanations from the sub-divisional officers 
in every case in which the cost of diet exceeds Rs. 30 for each prisoner, and 
the attention of Commissioners will be directed to this subject. The I % 
General promises to endeavour to reduce the very high contingent charges ag 
far as possible. The return of manufacturing work done in lock-ups is 
extremely unsatisfactory. Only six (Nya Doomka, Bagirhat, Serajgun, 
Behar, Noontheegenge, and Attia) earned more than Rs. 50; eight 
Bussirhaut, Beegoo Serai, Perozepore, Pachamba, Patooakhally, Gopalgunge, 
‘nny, and Scrampore) worked at a loss; aud eleven (Mohesrekha, Bussichaut, 
Dum-Dum, Buxa, Bhola, Dinapore, ‘Lajpore, Hajeepore, Seopool, Jamtara, and 
Pakour) did no work at all. There is no reason whatever why each loek-n 
should not have at least an oil-mill on which the prisoners could be set to work, 
As a rule if a lock-up shows no profit, task-work must be insufficiently attended 
to; in other words, the sentences of the courts are not carried out, and rigorous 
imprisonment is onlya name. The Lieutenant-Governor must insist on sub. 
divisional officers taking a proper interest in this branch of their duties, and 
will take serious notice of any further instances of apathy or mismanagement, 
Meanwhile, the sub-divisional officers of Jamtara and Pakour will be required to 
explain why no work was done in their lock-ups, though the average term for 
which prisoners resided in them was 41°64 and 13:34 days respectively, The 
statement that there is no work-shed at Jamtara is no explanation at all. It 
was the sub-divisional officer's obvious duty to see that one was provided. 
18. The health of the prisoners during the year was not so good asin 1876, 
The ratio of admissiong to hospital per cent. of “average strength was 135-43 
against 128-56, and that of the daily average number of sick was 4-03 against 
3-94. Sickness, though more general, was, however, less fatal, The death- 
rate, exclusive of cholera cases, was 4°23 against 4°65, and the mortality from 
«~~ ~—~cholera was “83 against 1:28. The diseases which caused the greatest number 
of deaths were dysentery and diarrhaa (33°6), cholera (16°3), chest diseases 
(9-4), anaemia (8°8), and phthisis and scrofula (8 per cent. of the total number 
of deaths). ‘I'he jails which, judged by the percentage of admissions to 
hospital, proved the most unhealthy were Presidency, European (640), Russa 
ory Alipore (266), Pubna (255), Furreedpore (244), Maldah (227), Julpigoree 
220), Gya. (208), Darjéeling (204), and Baraset (190 per cent. of average strength), 
Itis explained that a large proportion of the European prisoners received in the 
Presidency Jail had to be sent to hospital on admission, suffering from the effects 
of drunkenness and debauchery. ‘here was, however, only one death in that 
jail during the year. 1f cholera cases are excluded, the following ten jails shew the 
ighest mortality :—Julpigoree (17-5, Backergunge (12-9), Singbhoom (11:57), 
Chrumparun (11), Baraset (10°88), Bogra (10°31) Purneah (87), Bungpore (69), 
Dinsgepore (6°85), Hazareebagh (6°83). With the exceptions of Purneah and 
Dinagepore, thiese jails all appeared in the list of the ten most unhealthy jailsin 
1876. The heavy death-rate at Julpigoree is attributed to the effects of the 
chilly wind which blows down the Teesta, on the banks of which the temporary 
huts were erected. It will be necessary to erect the new jail on a sil 
from these winds. The physique of the lower classes in this district, 
ever, is 80 poor, that a considerable mortality must always be expected. In Rung- 
re there has been a satisfactory decline in the death-rate from 17°9 to 69. ee 
as resulted partly from the removal of the overcrowding which for 80

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‘The truth appears to be that the numbers are too small to admit of useful deduc- 
tions from asyiiong but exceptional sickness or mortality. Only eight prisoners 
died during the year. They were all short term men, and all suecumbed to dysen- 
or diarrhea. In connection with this subject, it may be remarked that the 
emigration statistics show that men of this class are particularly liable to these 
complaints when they abandon their active out-door life and simple diet for 
the confinement of dep6ts and abundant food. It is important that prisoners 
in this jail should be employed as much as possible, especially in the earlier 
of their imprisonment, on labour suited to their previous habits; 
a3 much out-of-door work as possible should be given to them. Tho 
Lioutenant-Governor has recently had oceasion to animadvert very strongl 
on the abuses and mismanagement brought to light by Dr. Lethbridge on-his 
inspection of the jail. The returns now submitted shoiy that no less than 38 per 
cont, of the prisoners were employed as prison officers and servants. Better systent 
and some intelligent attention to the physical peculiarities of the prisoners will 
bably result in an improvement in their general health. The unbealthi- 
ness of the Bogra and Dinagepore Jails corresponds with the general condition 
of the public health in those districts during the past year. ix of the 
fifteen prisoners who died in Bogra were received in bad health. Besides 
Chumparun and Backergunge, the jails which were most overcrowded during 
tho year were Alipore, Presidency and Patna. The Alipore Jail has already * 
been to some extent relieved by the transfer of the Printing Press to the 
Presidency Jail, and the opening of the Dacca Central Jail will effect a still 
further improvement. The strain on the accommodation in the Presidency 
Jai] has been met by special arrangements for the transfer of short term 
isoners to Hooghly, where there is ample room.

3 Rersorvtion.—The National Indian Association in London offer fiyg 
scholarships for girls for competition in Bengal, three of the annual value of 
Rs, 48 each for the lower vernacular standard and two of the annual value of 
Rs. 60 each for the middle vernacular standard. he Association desire that 
the scholarships may be called the ‘Mary Carpenter’’ scholarships and be 
tenable for one year. 

2. The Director of Public Instruction proposes to distribute these scholar. 
ships among the five educational circles (namely, the Presidency, the Burdwan, 
the Eastern Bengal, the Rajshahye, and the Behar Circles), one to each, to be 

« awarded on the results of the next annual examination in October. Mr. Croft 
suggests that any scholarship not taken up in one circle be awardable in any 
other at the discretion of the Director, and that any middle scholarship not 
taken up should be awarded as a lower scholarship at a reduced rate, and any 
lower scholarship not taken up be awarded as a middle scholarship; supposing 
there are qualified candidates in either case. 

8. The Lieutenaat-Governor accepts the offer made by the National 
Indian Association, and desires that the thanks of Government may be conveyed 
to the Association, through its Honorary Secretary, Miss Adelaide Manning,
